EDITOR IS A “SIEVE-HEAD” 


Dear Mr. Editor: 


Many people enjoyed the recent editorial 
in your March issue titled “Formula For 
Sports Car Racing?” A presentation of both 
sides of the argument was very fair. Never- 
theless, my hair did stand up on end after 
reading the baloney stuffed into the side 
which was “Opposed to Big Engines”. 


Before I wind up on this “sieve-head” who 
wrote the argument, I would like to say that 
I started competition driving in small- 
engined cars. I have been driving large- 
engined cars of late but would be very 
content in the 1100 cc class—but, I ain’t got 
one. Most drivers of the little cars ‘have a 
tendency to run on the “ragged edge” a lot 
more often than do the drivers of the big 
cars. Since driving a big-bore, I take it a 
lot easier as there is more speed than I 
need and acceleration galore. I drive a bit 
slower on the bends with a big car than I 
did with the smaller machine. The big engine 
gives me more power at the back wheels 
with which to help make the turn. When a 
smaller-engined car let’s go on a curve— 
youve had it, Brother! There are not 
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enough horses in your tank to do any good. 

It is not the machine that’s dangerous— 
it is the driver. There are many drivers who 
are not qualified to race in either large or 
small engined cars and, until they show 
themselves to be sufficiently capable and able 
to earn their competition license, they won't 
appear in the races sponsored by the Sports 
Car Club of America. Ample provisions are 
being made to train new drivers. 


Engine size is a matter of supply and 
demand, coupled with $$$. We don’t have 
many smaller engines available in the United 
States to suit our tattered pocketbooks, but 
comes the day that we have, I will probably 
be back with the small engine with which 


I started.

DESIGN FORUM MODEL “A” 


Dear Sir: 

Congratulations on Philip Wright’s article 
on the present day Model A. It is a beauty. 
His ideas are fine, except on style. The light 
weight, engine characteristics, mileage, ‘tire 
size, placement of lights, flat windshield, 
narrowness and lowness seem ideal. 

But why the emphasis on length? And the 
bloated styling? Let’s take up to 10” off the 
front end, while it is used only for useless 


and expensive ornamentation. Take 15” off © 


the rear, which still leaves enough trunk for 
a spare tire and for whatever people can 
use it for. 

There are some good ideas in the GM 
Holden, designed for Australia, where gaso- 
line is expensive and the roads often rugged. 
It has high clearance and economical oper- 
ation, yet good size and comfort. Let’s get 
a similar Model A design, functional, com- 
pact, and clean, with small simple bumpers, 
protected door handles, and perhaps separate 
bolt-on fenders. Who wants a Model A that 
tries to look like a bloated 19-foot chrom- 
iumed monster? Yours in hopes,

BIG BORE M.G. 
Gentlemen: 


:... how much do I have to bore my 
M.G. engine to increase the displacement 
to 91 cubic inches? I want to get the 
maximum displacement and still keep in 
the 1100 ce to 1500 ce class. One source 
has told me that boring .040 will give me 
90.5 cu. in. which would be just right for 
my purpose. 


I intend using J.E. Pistons of 12 to 1 
compression and shim up with two head 
gaskets and a 14” shim to reduce the com- 
pression to 914 to 1. I can run it at this 
compression with good ethyl and 25% Ben- 
zol. If this isn’t enough I may install a 
Thompson Vita-Meter between the air filter 
and the outer carburetor intake manifold. 
This should give me a BHP of about 88 
@ 6000 according to the information in 
the M.G. Special Tuning Manual. 

For competition, I can pull my shim and 
gaskets, put on a pair of alky carburetors, 
and have about 100 BHP @ 6000 RPM. 
I have 5.00 x 19 Firestones, and if I use 


the optional higher gear ratio ring and 

pinion I will have a possible 105 mph @ 

6000. Pretty potent for 91 inches, eh?

To approach 1500 cc in the M.G. would 
require a bore increase of 6mm or .236 
inches. This is a cut depth of .118” on a 
side or nearly Y" which is too much. Even 
if you successfully bored .236” oversize, the 
walls would be too thin, resulting in dis- 
tortion and overheating the minute the en- 
gines runs. The bore and stroke in the 
above case are 72.5 mm x 90 mm = 1486 
cc. We are checking to see if the earlier 
TB crank will fit the TC. This would in- 
crease the stroke to 102 mm. Add to this 
a reasonable bore increase of 1.5 mm (.040”) 
and you get 68 mm x 102 mm = 1480 
co.—TIech. ED.

York. It originally came from the west 
coast. This job has the 6 cylinder valve 
in head motor. It has been clocked at 
68 miles per hour. As it is mechanically 
perfect, it will probably raise a lot of 
protest from dyed in the wool Mercer 
fans when I state that its roadability can- 
not compare with my ’20 Stutz 4 cylinder 
close coupled touring. 

This last old baby is sure a honey. I 
found it in North Carolina and spent 4 
months restoring it. The old motor sure 
can “talk”. I clocked her at 73 miles per 


hour and she holds the road beautifully, — | 


both for steering and acceleration. 


I also have a 49 MG T.C. that I get. 


a_ kick out of, along with some of my 
other pieces. But give me my old 16 
valve dual cam 4 cylinder Stutz Bull Dog 
touring, with the cut out open and I am 
back 30 years when it called for strong 
arms and a lot of “know how” to get her 
over the hill. 

If you would like some more material, 
I have it as I have had several Mercer 4 
cylinders and a ‘15 Stutz Bearcat and 
others.

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SPEEDS AND ENGINE SIZES 
Gentlemen: 


I have just finished reading your March 
editorial, “Formulae for Sports Car Rac- 
ing,” with a great deal of interest, (and 
possibly with some prejudice). 

I find the argument, “Opposed to Big En- 
gines,” to be an impressive array of lurid, 
uncoordinated generalities that are in no 
way related to big engines, small engines, or 
the difference between the two. 

The first reference I found to engine size 
mentioned “a 300 B.H.P. 5.4 litre ohv pack- 
age of dynamite.” I am, I suppose, to as- 
sume that should be much more difficult to 
control than a 300 B.H.P., 1.5 litre ohv su- 
percharged “package of dynamite,” such as 


the E.R.A. or maybe, the 410 B.H.P., 1.5 


litre B.R.M. 
Of course, not many people can afford a 


B.R.M. but I believe I am safe in assuming 
there is also a fairly large number of pec- 


ple who cannot even afford a Jaguar XK 120. 

The second reference I dismiss without 
comment. The author blandly stated his per- 
sonal opinion as to displacement limits, 


backing it up with neither fact nor figure. 


The third, and last, reference suggested 
the use of the V-8 60. Surely he must have 
heard of a V-8 60 powered special clocking 


more than 150 mph on the Utah sult flats. 


I refer to the Southern California. Speed 


Shop Special and its second record run with 


the V-8 60 power plant. I can only assume 
the author is suggesting that 150 mph on 2 
litres is safer than 150 mph on 5-4 litres. 
Possibly the author really fee's that 150 
mph is too fast for an amateur driver and 


that the car should have a small enough en- 


gine that its possible top speed is only 125 
mph. I cannot really believe he is advocat- 
ing engines small enough that the possible 


top speed is less than 125 mph because the 


Y litre unblown Effyh—a production com- 


petition car—has the 125 mph advertised 


top speed. 

Now, let’s be sensible. Limiting engine 
size is no approach to limit either top 
speed or acceleration (check the standing 
14 mile time on the % litre Cooper.) If 
speed is to be reduced, it must be done in 
the laying out of the course. Any time there 
is a % mile “straight” someone will enter a 
car that will easily exceed 100 mph even if 
the engines are limited to 500 cc unblown. 

In closing let me say I enjoy your maga- 
zine very much. I have no idea how many 
more issues I have coming on my original 
subscription, but I hope you will warn me 
of the expiration date in time to avoid my 
missing any issues.

Now 
‘owned by Phillip Payne, this car has fre- 
quently been referred to as a “hot rod” 
which fulfills the basic requirements for a 
sports car. 


During a recent visit to Santa Barbara, it 
was our pleasure to meet Mr. Baldwin, who 
conducted on a tour of the “works.” The 
exciting demonstration ride will not be soon 
forgotten. We soon gained the impression 
that here was a potential American counter- 
part to the Allard. 


This car was built as a spare time hobby, 
over a period of about 12 months, in a small 
garage where the most pretentious machine 
tool consists of a bench drill press. The 
basic concept of all Baldwin sports cars is 
to use American stock component parts thru- 
out, with a minimum of modifications. The

results, judged by sports car standards, are 
nothing short of amazing. The difficult com- 


bination of good riding qualities with sports 
car handling and cornering ability is more 
evident in this car than in any imported 
product yet experienced. While the very 
smooth ride came as a definite surprise, the 
tremendous acceleration was a foregone con- 
clusion, knowing that over 200 BHP was 


available to “move” a mere 1800 pounds of 
weight. 


During the course of the demonstration 
run, a quick stab on the accelerator would 
introduce wheelspin at any speed up to 70 
mph in second gear. Full throttle in low 
gear is, of course, useless—the tires merely 
churn up clouds of burning rubber. Sharp 
turns are negotiated at speed, using the throt- 
tle and steering to control drift and skid 
angle, no perceptible roll being evident. The 
engine was still too new to attempt any 
runs against the stop watch, but a reasonable 
guess would place acceleration from rest 
to 60 mph in around 8 seconds, and the 
timed top speed at a potential 140 mph. 


How was all this achieved using stock 
components? The answer to this question 
can be best explained by giving a descrip- 
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tion of the car’s construction. The basic 
structure is made up from a 1946 Ford. The 
wheelbase was shortened to 100 inches by 
removing 14 inches from each side rail. The 
X member was removed, and the engine re- 


located 22% inches aft of stock *46 Ford 
position. Most amazing is the fact that 


suspension, both front and rear are virtu- 
ally unchanged. Since the total loaded 
weight is approximately 1000 lbs. less than 
a loaded six passenger sedan, the transverse 


springs were “de-cambered” so that the 
stock Ford wheel bump and rebound travels 


are retained. Radius rods are brought out 
to the frame rails in order to allow an en- 
gine position with five inches ground clear- 
ance. Curved tubular cross members replace 
the X member and serve as engine mounting 
members, both front and rear. The torque 
tube was shortened in the amount of 14 


plus 2214 inches or 3614 inches total. This 
is the sum total of major chassis changes, 
even the stock Ford fuel tank being used. 


Engine modifications include the usual 
“full race” items for the Ford-Mercury 59 
A block. Bore is 3 5/16, stroke 43%, giv- 
ing a displacement of 284.4 cubic inches. 
A re-ground camshaft, special heads and

manifold, and the builder’s own dual coil 
ignition system constitute the major engine 
changes. A positive displacement Roots blow- 
er is being prepared for mounting directly 
in front of the engine where it fits in the 
space provided by the novel double section 
radiator shown in the accompanying draw- 
ing. Drive for the blower will be direct 
from the crankshaft via a flexible coupling. 

The Ford clutch has had the centrifugal 
weights sawed off to facilitate gear shifting 
at high RPM, and the resultant loss in 
clutch capacity has been offset by using 
14 inch thick spacers behind each clutch 
pressure plate spring. The gearbox is the 
stock °46 remote-control type, with a very 
neat arrangement of a floor mounted shift 
lever in true sports car location, just off 
the driver’s right knee. Several combina- 
tions of gear ratios have been tried, at pres- 
ent being a 3.78 axle with a 1.77 second 
(6.67 overall ratio), this being chosen with 
the Palm Springs Road Race in mind. 


For the essential quick steering, a pitman 


arm nine inches long was made up by re- 
working a 12 inch arm from an Allis- 


Chalmers tractor. The steering gear box is 
again the stock “46 Ford unit, but mounted 
3% inches aft of stock position to place 
the steering arm ball in correct position so 
as to maintain the original design’s steering 
geometry. The steering column is length- 
ed by welding in a section, grinding flush, 
slipping sleeves over each weld, and finally, 
pinning the sleeves at four places. 


The body construction uses both aluminum 
and steel materials and there is no evidence 
of the very ingenious short-cuts employed 
in its construction. For example, the nose 
section is made up from selected parts of 
an old Plymouth shell, while the tail uses 
portions of 1938 Chrysler front fenders. 
The streamlined bulge enclosing the gen- 
erator and carburetos, is made up by length- 
ening an old bullet headlamp with a straight 
section. The hood, firewall, and seat frames 
are of aluminum sheet, and the cowl was 
hand-rolled from body steel. The entire 
tail section is removable and the semi-reces- 
sed spare tire lends a very neat touch. The 
foam rubber seats are covered with leather

W. BODDY OF ENGLAND STARTED IT, WITH 
AN ARTICLE IN “MOTOR SPORT” ...THEN: 


The Editor of “Motor Sport’ lets 
American “Hot Rod” fans see them- 
selves as the British motor sports en- 
thusiasts see them. 

Last year I published a long article on 
your “hot rods” in Motor Sport in the course 
of which I implied that the speeds attained 
seem improbable to British enthusiasts. 

Not long after this article appeared, one 
of your citizens paid me a visit. He had 
Motor Sport folded open at the offending 
pages, demanding to know who was respon- 
sible for casting doubts as to the capabili- 
ties of American “hot rods”. I was cornered 
well and truly, for my visitor was a “hot 
rod” builder himself—he was very cross. 
After telling me that timekeepers, every bit 
as capable as those employed by the “Three 
A’s”, time your “hot rods” with beam appa- 
ratus, he floored me with an argument 
which, I must admit, both appealed to me 
and proved unanswerable. “Now see’, he 
crowled, “your Major Goldie Gardner claims 
159 mph with a 500 cc automobile. Now 
that’s something we cannot get from 4% 
litres But do we cast scorn and doubts 
on your claims? No sir, we do not! So why 
dishelieve what we claim for our hot rods?” 

Well, he left eventually and he set me 
thinking. In the first place, I thought, only 
recently have we over here appreciated just 
how specialized your “hot rods” are. We 
used to see pictures of sober-looking V-8 
Cabriolets, perhaps with the mud-guards re- 
moved (fenders to you) and a caption say- 
ing they clocked 130 mph. We know these 
cars, in standard trim, to be capable of a 
dubious 85 mph and we knew that to do 
130 mph on Brooklands Track called for 
highly-tuned single-seaters of very consider- 
able horse-power. “Phooey”, we said, “hot- 
rods—we don’t believe in them.” 

One thing that wasn’t realized, here nor 
in Europe generally, was the fine art to 
which tuning and hotting-up of stock en- 
gines had been carried in the States. In 
Europe, apart from specialized racing cars, 
such sports cars as were raced with reason- 
able success were a sort of private under- 
bonnet venture of the owner and his me- 
chanics. They knew about balancing, port- 
polishing, multi-carburetors and increased 
compression-ratio as a general theory but 
not as applied to their particular engine. 
The manufacturer was almost always disin- 
terested, if not disapproving. 

So, they made their own experiments, 
possible ruining an engine or two in the 
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process. Sometimes the car went faster, 
sometimes it “blew up”. When altered valve 
timing was sought, the camshaft devised 
was entirely the affair of the individual. 
There just was no such thing as buying 
special heads, manifolds, cranks, camsha!ts 
and gear-sets over the counter. 

This was possibly because the demand 
was too small; because “hotting-up” was_in- 
dulged in. by different persons for very 
different reasons. Some wanted to strip a 
sports car and run it in short races, others 
entered for long races, others again wanted 
acceleration above all else for success in 
speed trials and hill-climbs at a dozen dif- 
ferent venues. Consequently, speeding up 
standard cars remained a very specializec 
matter and if over 120 mph was ultimately 
obtained; or 100 mph from large, side-valve 
cars, the results were considered to be ex- 
ceptional. 

I should qualify this statement by saying 
that before the war a few specials parts 
were obtainable, but only for our small, 
popular cars like the Austin 7, M.G. and 
Wolseley Hornet and then not in any va- 
riety. It has taken until last year for one 
of our manufacturers, the M.G. Car Com- 
pany, Ltd., to issue instructions for “hat 
rodding” their product—and this move is 
obviously to satisfy the demands of Amer- 
ican clients. 

So, you see, we are to be forgiven for 
failing completely to understand how the 
hot rod builders could get such surprising 
results from engines based on normal L-head 
American practise. 

Having discovered how your specialist- 
firms offer a great variety of cylinder heads, 
manifolds, overhead valve conversions, cam- 
shafts, special cranks, etc. for Ford-four, 
Ford and Mercury V-8 and Chevrolet en- 
gines, etc. I begin to see how you get 
definite, to our minds staggering, increases 
of power from these engines. 

Being told that all your competitive “hot 
rod” boys ask of a car is that it shall reach 
peak-speed after a lengthy run and _ last 
over a %4 mile timed distance, and noting 
the well streamlined bodies and high final- 
drive ratios you use, I am happier now 
when I read of your faster jobs doing 160 
or 170, or, more mph. 

It is surprising what a long run-in, high 
axle-ratio and wind-defeating body work 
will do—our early small cars like the A.C., 
Lagonda, Calthorpe and Aston-Martin, etc. 
proved that at dear old Brooklands (flour- 
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ishing then, discarded today by our welfare 
state as useless!) over a quarter of a century 
ago. 

Bat if I am becoming something of a 
convert, I’m dubious whether the bulk of 
European enthusiasts feel this way. It’s still 
“hot rods, phooey”, with them. They have 
never thought in terms of cars asked merely 
to cover %4 of a mile all-out, as likely as 
not melting immediately afterwards! The 
shortest Internationally-recognized record is 
one kilometer and very often a car which 
broke this from a flying-start in one of the 
smaller classes would go out again the same 
day to attempt the same distance from a 
standing-start. 

The Mile record in the class in which 
your V-8 “hot-rods” would be placed stands 
at 268.9 mph, to that very specialized car, 
the pre-war German Mercedes-Benz. A 
British car not much larger than a M.G. 
TC holds the class kilometer record at over 
200 mph. Knowing the horse-power those 
engines produced and the amount of re- 
search put into streamlining the body work, 
claims of even a mere 170 mph from a 
back-yard, stock-engine-powered American 
“hot rod” are fair game for sceptics. Then, 
for some reason or other, American cars 
never have gone so well in Europe as they 
do at home. 

For example, Count Zborowski’s 2-litre 
Miller, which he brought to Brooklands in 
1924, was expected to reach 120 mph but 
searcely exceeded 100 mph. Whitney 
Straight’s Duesenberg failed to break the 
Brooklands lap-record. These discrepencies 
have not, I think, been forgotten. It may 
be a pity, but there it is. 

Perhaps, your one irate countryman apart, 
your “hot rod” boys just don’t care what 
Europe thinks? But if they do it, it would 
be nice to settle the matter one way or the 
other, for good. 

Therefore, I suggest that two or three of 
your fastest “hot rods” are taken over a 
flying kilometer timed officially by the 
A.A.A., the runs to be under F.I.A. rules 
governing International record-attempts, and 
the course to be properly surveyed and 
measured. Then, and then only, shall we— 
I speak now for conscientious enthusiasts 
everywhere—know either that your builders 
have been over-optimistic, or that they real- 
ly can make cars do the grand speeds they 
claim and that remarks from “across the 
pond” such as “Their miles are shorter than 
ours” or “It just isn’t possible with stock 
engines” must be swallowed once and for 
all. Can you do it?

WE REPLY... 


Now, to evaluate this battle of words is 
not difficult. Anyone who seeks to belittle 
or question the timed top speeds attained 
by hot rods is acting like an ostrich. The 
records are not held by supercharged engines 
and the power outputs are ample to achieve 
the speeds attained. Quite a number of 
modified V-8 engines, with natural aspira- 
tion, have shown. authenticated power out- 
puts of well over 200 BHP on dynamometer 
test. Certainly 200 BHP is ample to assure 
speeds in the region of 140 mph as shown 
in the roadster classes, or 189 mph as 
reached with a streamlined body resembling 
the Gardner M.G. 

For anyone to idly hint that it was a 
“short mile” or that timing was not accur- 
ate would be ludicrous if it weren’t so mad- 
dening. Big Imperial gallons may help Brit- 
ish petrol mileage but 5,280 feet is a mile 
both here and abroad—the same mile that

Anticipating a storm of protest over Mr. 
Boddy’s article, ROAD and TRACK asked 
J. Otto Crocker, the official timer of the 
speed runs in question, for a statement. We 
quote in part: 


Dear Sirs 

“ ... we use the most accurate meth- 
ods to measure each and every course 
before the Timer is in operation. In the 
particular case of the week-long SCTA 
1949 Bonneville Speed Trials, conducted 
on the Salt Beds of Utah, we employed 
the official Tooele County Surveyor at 
Bonneville, Utah. Together, we surveyed 
the course and he certified to its accur- 
acy within one inch in one mile. This 
certification is on file. .... 

“  .. Both the American Power Boat 
Association and the Southern California 
Timing Association have Certificates of 
Accuracy of the specially-constructed E1- 
ectronic Timing Equipment developed 
and operated by myself at their various 
meets. These certifications are granted 
to our Timing Equipment after undergo- 
ing a series of 24 hour tests by authorized 
Horological and Technical Inspectors. 
The last Certificate was 27/100ths of a 
second fast in 24 hours. *

*q maximum error of .00192 seconds for 
the average Y/4-mile 6-second run. We 
wonder if timing for F.1.A, records by 
AAA has comparable accuracy?—ED. 
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Aerodynamic bodywork is the latest contribu- 
tion toward higher speed records. Conserva- 
tive estimates place 30 mph as the net gain 
from streamlining on the Xydias-Batchelor 
190 mph record holder. 


Dry lakes time trials are in an amateur 
sports category (no wealthy sponsors) and, 
as yet, no serious attempt is being made on 
official F.I.A. International Class Records. 
With trials being held almost every week-end 
over a season of six months, the red tape 
and cost of hiring AAA for these events 
is out of the question. 


As to the ability of hot rod engines to 
maintain high speeds, some of the same 
engines used at “the lakes” ran very suc- 
cessfully in the 500 lap, 250 mile “Little In- 
dianapolis” Hot Rod Race at Carrell Speed- 
way. Mr. Boddy suggests a one kilometer 
run and in reply we wish to call attention 
to the fact that the 189 mph two-way record 
set by Xydias-Bachelor Mercury V-8 was 
over a mile course. 

In all fairness, it must be said that Mr. 
Boddy has been very open-minded as wit- 
nessed by his article, “A Return to the 
Subject of Hot Rods” in the March issue of 
“Motor Sport’ wherein he admits “ 

I am beginning to believe in hot rods!”

INDIANAPOLIS 
PREVIEWS 


This year’s race looks to be another rec- 
ord breaker. The reason we say this is the 
large number of supercharged entries which 
have been received. Meyer-Drake’s new 
blown four cylinder engine powers many of 
these, and if these power plants are any- 
where near as reliable as the unblown 270 
cu. in, engines are, you can be sure they 
will finish “in the money.” The Italian en- 
tries, two-stage blown eight cylinder Maser- 
ratis, will probably be the fastest cars at 
the speedway, potentially, at least. The 
drivers of these cars, with no previous ex- 
perience at Indianapolis, will be seriously 
handicapped as a result, and will need 
plenty of “breaks” to come out on top 
If the late Ted Horn were here to drive 
one of these cars, we might see quite a few 
records broken, and a real chance to win. 

It always is a battle of pit stops, rather 
than speed on the track, and this year will 
be no exception. Supercharged cars always 
use more fuel than those that are not, and 


rarely get by with less than two pit stops. 

we must go out on a limb, we will 
go this far, and predict that supercharged 
cars will come in first, second, and third 
this year! 

After an absence of 16 years, there is 
again to be a diesel entry in the Indianap- 
olis Classic. Built by Kurtis Kraft of Los 
Angeles for the Cummins Engine Company 
of Columbus, Indiana, the Cummins Diesel 
Special presents the same general stream- 
lined appearance as the usual gasoline-alco- 
hol powered speedsters seen at the track. 

The Cummins Company emphasizes that 
the Special is “entered to win’, whereas 
the earlier models were more or less in a 
test status. Even so, one of the two previous 
entries placed 12th, and the other ran the 
entire race with no pit stops. The economy 
of the diesel may well play an important 
part in determining the winner this year. 

The engine is a blown and reworked ver- 
sion of a standard production model used 
in truck and other equipment. With a bore 
of 4.125 inches and stroke of 5 inches, it 
has a displacement of 401 cubic inches—just 
under the 402 limit. Other interesting fea- 
tures include a redesigned Cadillac trans- 
mission, Goodyear aircraft disc brakes, and 
a Conze quick-change rear axle.

1950 should be an interesting year for the 
Southern California Timing Association 
(S.C.T.A.). With full streamlining and the 
first annual Bonneville Nationals entering 
the picture in 1949, plus a big interest among 
members in the small 500 cc cars, some new 
rules have been made for the 1950 season. 


Fully streamlined cars will run in a class 
separate from exposed-wheel types (such as 
the ones made from war surplus drop tanks 
which have become so prevalent since the 
war). A new class has been added for small 
engines of 0-91 cubic inches. However, this 
category will not have roadster and modified 
roadster body types as the larger classes do, 
but will be for streamlined cars only. 


In previous years, engines used in com- 
petition had to be American automotive 
production units (over 400 manufactured). 
This rule has been changed so than any 
American-built engine, regardless of number 
manufactured or engine design (d.o., s.0., 
aircraft, cycle, marine or even stationary 
A.P.U. engines), will be eligible to compete. 

The S.C.T.A. continues the “American 
only” rule in regard to engines, not be- 
cause of fear of competition from foreign 
makes, but for a desire to develop the 
American product. It is felt that too many 
automobile enthusiasts spend their time de- 
grading American equipment instead of 
doing something to improve it. 

Multiple engines can be used. Super- 
chargers are allowed but the car moves up 
to the next engine class. 


At the second annual Bonneville National 
meet, August 21-27, 1950, there will be 
classes for competition coupes and sports 


cars in addition to regular roadsters and 
streamliners. 


Sparked by the success of the So-Cal 
Speed Shop Spl. at Bonneville last year, 
quite a few S.C.T.A. members are working 
on streamlined cars of a similar design. Ac- 
cording to the rumors rampant around 
Southern California, there should be at least 
seven fully streamlined cars at Bonneville 
this year. 

Bill Kenz of Denver is building a twin 
Mercury engined car, while Marvin Lee of 
Pasadena and the Spalding brothers of 
Monrovia are building Wayne equipped 
Chevrolet cars. 

Earl Evans will probably have a Merc 
powered unit finished in time and Fred 
Carillo is experimenting with a_ three- 
wheeler. Lee Chapel of Oakland should have 
the Tornado ohv V-8 ready and Howard 
Johansen of Los Angeles is still working 
with his Taruffi-design twin-tank Mercury. 
Johansen has timed 171 mph at El Mirage 
Dry Lake after correcting handling diff- 
culties previously encountered.

A NEAT V-8 "60" 
INSTALLATION 


How many times have you heard it said, 
“T wonder how the M.G. Midget would per- 
form with a hopped-up V-8 60 in it?” Well, 
Clay Smith and Dan Jones, of Long Beach, 
California set out to find out the hard way 
... by building one... and the result was 
something sensational. 


Getting an eight cylinder engine into the 
space that was already pretty well filled 
with the M.G. four cylinder, sounds almost 
impossible, but it was done . . . with frac- 
tions to spare. The engine is equipped with 
everything available to increase its perform- 
ance. High compression cylinder heads, dual 
intake manifold, a cam reground to full race 
specifications, a specially fabricated exhaust 
header, and specially cast pistons . . . all go 
towards boosting the output of the power 
plant to“Approximately 120 BHP. Naturally, 
with thé*fittthg of the dual intake manifold, 


the generator had to be relocated over the 
left cylinder head. : 

Surprisingly, the net weight increase with 
the new installation is negligible, and the 
C.G. location is unchanged. However, with 
the additional power available at the rear 
wheels, wheelspin has been excessive. Plans 
now are to fit larger tires on sixteen inch 
wheels all around, and this should help in 
controlling the excess power when acceler- 
ating. 

The competition potentialities of this com- 
bination are exciting, and everyone who has 
seen the car is anxious to see how the car 
would stack up against the supercharged 
M.G.s, the XK-120s, and the Ford-Allards. 
In road racing, where acceleration is every 
bit as important as top speed, the Ford-M.G. 
should be at its best, and it should more 
than likely corner more readily than the 
heavier (allbeit more powerful) Jaguars and 
Allards which now dominate sports car ac- 
tivity in America, 

All that remains now to fully reach the 
limit of power in an M.G. is to fit the 


Meyer-Drake Offenhauser engine. This has 
been done once already, but with not too 
much success for road use. The engine was 
a standard midget racing engine and was far 
too rough idling, fouled plugs, etc. However, 
with suitable detuning and a few slight 
modifications, an output of 130 BHP with 
considerably less weight than the Ford 
would be possible, and the ultimate would 
be achieved . . . or would it? 


The M.G. company is known to be work- 
ing on various new Midgets themselves, and 
114litre Riley engine turn up as the stand- 
ard M.G. engine some day. Here also would 
be a fine engine to work with, as it uses the 
hemispherical combustion chamber, with in- 
clined overhead valves, operated by two cam- 
shafts high in the block, one on each side. 
The power of this engine could easily be 
boosted to the 100 mark. The. TD model, 
with if.s. and a really rugged frame is al- 
ready considered superior to the TC (ROAD 
and TRACK, March ‘and April, 1950) and 
should likewise be more suitable for fitting 
alternate engines of increased horsepower.

An interesting and novel sports car from 
Holland, the Gatso ''4000" Sport is another 
of the growing number of Ford V-8 powered 
competition cars. Having the tremendous ad- 
vantage of world-wide service and spare 
parts, the V-8 is a very logical choice as 
power-plant for small production, custom 
built, sports cars such as the Gatso. Fitted 
as standard equipment on the engine, are 
American built dual manifold, and aluminum 
high-compression cylinder heads, giving an 
estimated output of 125 HP at 4000 RPM. 
Chromium hardened cylinder liners are used, 


with the result that longer life between 
engine overhauls is obtained. 


A third, centrally located headlight is used, 
giving added illumination for night driving, 
an important factor in such sporting events 
as the 24 hour races at Le Mans and Spa. The 
fairing for this light also conveniently covers 
the carburetors, which otherwise would pro- 
trude from the low hood. An interesting point 
about the body construction, is that it is 
welded into one piece thruout, with the ex- 
ceptions of the doors and the hood. 


The Jaguar XK-120, takes a fast but tricky 
turn on the Sandberg Hill Climb.

Story of a 
Speedway Car 


Part 3 
By H. C. Horschke 


Parts I and II introduced the new Diedt- 
Schroeder speedway car. To be built in 
series, the first car is being prepared for 
Ray Brady who intends to enter it in the 
1950 “500”. Design considerations, the 
builder’s background, and some technical 
details have been discussed. 


During the construction of a race car, it 
is dificult to make a true appraisal of 
progress. As each set of components are 
fabricated, a temporary or “trial” assembly, 
using clamps, is made. Thus, proper align- 
ment may be made before drilling group 
assembly holes. 


While in this temporary state of “dress”, 
ene has an impression of real progress— 
a preview of things to come. A few hours 
later, however, the many pieces and bits are 
separated for further work and the some- 
what nude chassis belies the gain on time. 


This condition is particularly true of the 
Diedt and Schroeder speedway car because 
of the bolted clamp assembly method. Com- 
plete sub-assembly may be removed and 
placed on the bench or in machines for 
final operations. 


The cast magnesium front cross member 
is now in position, ready to receive its out- 
board mating castings. This unit will carry 
the A-arms of the front suspension. 


Forged torsion bars will provide spring- 
ing for the new car. Under the careful 
supervision of Hendrickson of U.S. Spring 
and Axle, the front bars, over four feet 
long, are now being prepared. A precision 
adherence to specifications and careful finish 
in machining these parts are necessary to 
obtain strength and proper action. 


The engine has been removed so Art 
Sparks can do the work necessary to bring 
it to the peak of performance. In fabrica- 
ting the new exhaust headers, great care was 
taken to follow a design assuring maximum 
exhaust scavenging. 


Front and rear engine supports, of 3% 
inch 24 ST aluminum alloy plate, are com- 
plete and in place. The cowl, cowl frames, 
and firewall are also complete. 


The main fuel tank is mounted in the 
tail and is connected-to a smaller tank lo- 
cated under the driver’s seat, giving a total 
capacity of 76 gallons. Both tanks are of 
steel and are complete except for cadmium 
plating. 


A quick-change rear end was _ selected 
because of its low drive-shaft position and 
facility in changing ratios to meet track 
conditions. Machine work on center section 
adapters and other final drive components 
is now complete. 


The 10 gallon capacity oil tank though 
not shown in these pictures will be mounted 
forward of the engine just behind the radi- 
ator, which is in front of the axle. Since the 
radiator is well below the level of the block 
a header tank is installed under the cowl. 


The centrifugal supercharger is driven by 
a torsion shaft from the left hand side of 
the gear tower. Noteworthy is the fact that 
the carburetor and intake into the super- 
charger will be in the cockpit above the 


driver’s left leg. 
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Looking into the gas tanks which are to be 
rubber coated on the outside. Main tank ca- 
pacity is 55 gallons; seat tank 21 gallons. 


The construction of this car is a race 
against time and is going to be close. Will 
this new design be completed in time for 
the May 30th classic? If maximum effort by 
Diedt & Schroeder, owner Ray Brady, en- 
gine designer Art Sparks, and a host of oth- 
ers can make it possible, the car will not 
only arrive for the race on time but will 
be a serious contender for the “Victory 
Lane” position. 


Installation of optional power plant is facili- 
tated by use of sliding clamp-pads to sup- 
port engine mounting plates. Front cross 
member is cast magnesium. 


Use of manesium castings and aluminum 
frame rails greatly reduces weight. Fitting 
for torsion bar, at bottom center, also sup- 
ports radius arm. 


Smooth lines of Diedt-Schroeder speedway 
car are similar to new Alta and the last 
series Alfa Romeo. Additional panels will 
cover torsion bars.

RAMBLER REALLY CAN RAMBLE 


NASH JUMPS ON THE ECONOMY CAR BANDWAGON 
WHILE THE INDUSTRY WONDERS, WHO'S NEXT? 


The newly announced Rambler looks to 
be quite a high performance automobile. 
With a power loading of about 30 pounds 
per horsepower, acceleration and top speed 
should be tops in the low priced class. The 
quality of construction is definitely good 


. .. no corners cut there . .. in fact, the 
car seems good value for the money in every 
way. 


Most notable departure from convention is 
the permanent framing around the side win- 
dows. This is needed to provide stiffness 
sufficient to make up for the inadequacy of 
integral frame and body in a convertible. 
Likewise new is the placement of the coil 
springs directly above the king-pins. In other 
respects, the car embodies most of the char- 
acteristic features of the Nash line. 

The summer and fall battle for sales be- 
tween the Rambler and the small Kaiser 
should be interesting, and will be watched 
with interest by everyone, especially the 
sales departments of Ford, Plymouth, and 
Chevrolet. Both Nash and Kaiser are known 
to be placing high hopes for capturing an 
entirely new market, the people who want a 
transportation car at a reasonable price. 
While the big three have made statements

to the effect that no such market exists, they 
are none too sure of themselves. 


The prospect of a price war is still a lit- 
tle far away, but price reductions on all cars 
will be made similar to Studebaker’s on the 
Champion, that is, by cutting accessories 
and fancy trimmings to the bare minimum. 
Even more remote is the chance that any of 
the big three will build a small car before 
1952. They may be forced to it by then. 
We hope so. 


Much speculation is going on as to what 
effect the British turbine cars will have on 
the American car market. With a power 
plant far simpler than most automatic trans- 
missions are to build, the cost of this unit 
should be less than half that of a conven- 
tional engine. If Austin, for instance, fitted 
a turbine to their future Raymond Loewy 
styled car, and priced it near $1500, it 
would be a potent factor, to say the least, in 
the low priced class. If Britain’s lead in 
automotive turbines is anything like the 
edge they hold in aircraft, it will be many 
years before we can build something over 
here comparable to theirs.

The grille, fenders, and 
bumpers are unaltered so as to retain the 
Cadillac identity. A new hood line, several 
inches lower than the fenders gives a foreign 
flavor while providing an unobstructed view 
of the road.

Altho ground clearance has not been al- 
tered, the overall height is approximately 
eight inches lower than the stock Cadillac.

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ALLARD J-2 


An Analysis by our 
Technical Editor 


John R. Bond 


To many sports car enthusiasts (including; 
the writer) the new Allard J-2 Competition 
model is the outstanding sports car avail- 
able today. While it is true that certain oth- 
er makes offer more comfort, this feature is 
strictly secondary in importance with a car 
designed for competition activity, and it is 
axiomatic that in attaining comfort some 
measure of performance is lost by virtue 
of added weight. 

The Allard scores over competing makes 
on the basis of performance per dollar. 
With a delivered price of approx. $2620, 
without engine, it is possible to have a mod- 
ified American engine installed for between 
500 and 1,000 dollars, giving acceleration 
second to none of currently available auto- 
mobiles. For good road-holding, cornering 

“ power, and sheer safety at high speed, the 
Allard chassis with its independent front 
suspension system is without peer. Finally, 
the Allard is favored by many, though not 
all, because service and parts are to be had 
in any small town thruout the country. 

The J-2 is available, from England, with 
a “bored and stroked” pre-war-model Mer- 
cury engine of 268 cubic inches and devel- 
oping 120 BHP at 3800 RPM. The special 
aluminum alloy heads and manifold sup- 
plied with this engine are remarkably sim- 
ilar to Edelbrock, and since the displace- 
ment increase is 11% over stock Ford- 
Mercury, the additional 20 BHP is divided 
into 11 BHP gained from size increase and 
9 BHP due to heads and manifold. Almost 
any seriously modified V-8 from Southern 
California will develop 160 or more BHP on 
commercial 91 octane gasoline—many will 
show 200 BHP on alcohol, and 220-225 
BHP has been indicated from a few en- 
gines. 

Other engines have been used in the few 
J-2’s so far imported, including the Ardun 
ohv Ford conversion and a stock ohv Cad- 
illac. The Cadillac develops 133 BHP “as 
installed” in the stock Cadillac chassis, but 
probably can reach the 160 BHP advertised 
figure with a dual exhaust system and a 
cool air supply to a pair of dual carbu- 
rators. 

A Cadillac engine coupled to the Ford 
gearbox, and with smaller radiator, adds 
no more than 100 pounds to the curb weight 
of the J-2. With a power to weight rate 
of 2100160 (unladen), or 13.- lbs./HP, 
the acceleration from zero to 60 mph is in 
the region of 7 seconds! 

A Wayne-Cheyrolet installation should al- 
so be interesting since Wayne has shown 
over 200 BHP (on alcohol) on the test 
bed, and since this unit is roughly 50 pounds 
lighter than a Ford-Mercury (a 100 pounds 
total saving, completely installed, with the 
much lighter cooling system required by the 
ohv Chevrolet). 

The Allard chassis, like its styling, is sim- 
ple, functional, and rugged. The frame is of 
open channel section devoid of any x mem- 
bers and has 4 tubular cross members. The 
engine is placed very far back in the short 
100” wheelbase, necessitating seat place- 
ment well into the rear wheels. This has 
been done to get slightly over 50% of the 
total loaded weight onto the rear wheels for 
traction and good handling. 

A very interesting advantage of the Allard 
rear end construction is the use of re- 
worked Ford parts making it a very simple

matter to substitute any one of the several 
types of quick change rear ends for the 
Ford center section. 

There is some question as to whether the 
Cadillac engine offers an improved per- 
formance over Southern California modified 
Ford-Mercury engine. The argument boils 
down to one of rear wheel traction, it 
obviously being impossible to transmit more 
torque to the rear wheels than is required 
for wheelspin on dry pavement. To explain 
further, using a coefficient of .9 (taken as 
the maximum obtainable), a rear end loaded 
weight of 1220 pounds and 6.50 x 16 tires, 
a torque of 940 ft. lbs. on the axle shaft 
is all that can be usefully transmitted. If 
we divide this torque figure by the product 
of the axle and gearbox ratio, we then have 
the engine torque being developed. While 
the engine may be capable of more output, 
it cannot do so under the assumed condi- 
tions due to wheelspin. Only torque is con- 
sidered, BHP having no significance in this 
type of analysis. 

This brief tabulation, altho not showing 


all the possible combinations of engines and 
ratios, does prove that either the 331 cu. 
in. Cadillac, or a modified 275 cu. in. Ford- 
Mercury will produce wheelspin in low or 
second, with any available combination of 
gearbox and axle ratios. However, in direct 
drive, only the 4.44 ratio will give wheel- 
spin on any surface with the Ford-Mercury 
engine, and then only in the speed range 
during which engine torque exceeds 212 
foot pounds. 

The Cadillac engined Allard owned by 
Briggs Cunningham has the heavier engine 
re-located slightly further aft than with the 
Ford-Mercury engine, necessitating a short- 
ened torque tube and drive shaft. An axle 
ratio of 3.2 was obtained by fitting a quick 
change rear end. Acceleration from rest to 
60 mph requires 7 seconds, and maximums 
of 80 mph in low and 100 mph in second 
engine speed of 6700 RPM assuming the 
Lincoln-Zephyr model 26H gears were in- 
stalled. The proposed Mercury-Ford combina- 
tion will accelerate equally as well thru the 
gears, but perhaps not as well in high gear 
unless we work the engine a little harder 
by using a 4.11 axle ratio. A hypothetical 
comparison follows, based on a_ higher 
BMEP for the Ford-Mercury than the stock 


Cadillac engine.

Palm Springs Road Race 


Under a broiling desert sun, the Palm 
Springs Road Race was held on the 16th of 
April. Activity started Saturday morning 
with practice runs which lasted all day. 
Harold McBee and his Austin A-90 became 
a familiar sight as he repeatedly toured the 
circuit seeking the best possible groove. 
Mechanical trouble later forced his retire- 
ment from the novice race. The Ford pow- 
ered Willis Baldwin car made its appearance 
and in practice lived up to all of the ad- 
vance rumors. This tremendously powerful 
car seemed certain to be the winner in the 
unlimited class, but, after making the fast- 
est qualifying time, got off to a poor start 
and then lost its distributor cap and was 
unable to continue. Jack Early started the 
run of engine troubles by losing a rear main 
while closing the gap on a blown Cadillac 
convertible during practice on 
straight. Before noon he and his crew had 
the engine of his MG out and disassembled 
and waiting for parts. After receiving parts 
from Los Angeles, the car was again run- 
ning Sunday morning only to blow up again 
with too little time for repairs hefore quali- 
fying time. John von Neumann blew the 
head gasket on his blown TD in practice and 
drove a borrowed Riley in the Production 
Sports Car event. Lack of sufficient fuel pre- 
vented his finishing. A Crosley Hot Shot 
made an appearance and recorded a better 
qualifying time than many of the MG’s, but 
apparently the driver’s desire to save the

engine eliminated him from being a serious 
contender for the prizes in the novice race. 


The first race for novice drivers in pro- 
duction sports car had sixteen starters. Wil- 
liam Pollack led the field from the start in 
his MG TC and won easily in 9:53 for the 
five lap event (8.25 miles). He was fol- 
lowed over the finish line by Bob Doidge 
and J. Stanley Mullin, both in TC’s. 


The second race was match between Tony 
Parravano in a 1949 Cadillac sedanette and 
John Edgar with a blown 1950 Ford. Par- 
ravano proved to have the heavier foot and 
finished the three laps in 5:57 (4.95 miles). 
This race was for stock touring cars??? 


Event Number Three was open to unlim- 
ited sports cars. The four entries included 
Jim Hammond driving the Baldwin Car, 
Gil Schick in his Alfa Romeo-Mercury, 
D. G. Satcher in his Ford-powered special, 
and Tony Parravano in a blown Cadillac 
convertible. Hammond and Schick both 
dropped out at the start, the latter with a 
broken rear axle. Satcher had no great 
difficulty in staying ahead of the Cad and 
won in 9:37 for the five laps (8.25 miles). 


The main event of forty laps for produc- 
tion sports cars drew 15 entries. Tom Frisby 
took the lead immediately in his Allard 
with an Edelbrock equipped Ford engine 
followed closely by Sterling Edwards in his 
own original V-8 60 powered sports car 
(ROAD and TRACK Dec. 1949), Roger 
Barlow in the XK 120, and Bill Pollack in 
his MG. The heat proved to be too much 
for the Allard and it retired to leave the 
Edwards car and the XK to battle for first. 
The XK soon left the race via sand and 
sagebrush with a stuck throttle and no 
brakes. Fay Taylour in her TD was in and 
out of the pits with clutch and plug trou- 
bles and was gaining on the field when the 
clutch gave out completely and caused a 
spin, after which she had to give up. Ster- 
ling Edwards was the eventual winner. E. 
Forbes-Robinson drove a steady race in a 
TD and came in second followed by Bill 
Pollack, who had lost ground in a pit stop. 
Time for the 66 miles was 1:26:41. 


The day’s racing was marred by two ac- 
cidents—Mullin and Michale each flipped 
their MG’s, but were released after first aid 
tieatment.

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BOOK REVIEW 


A RACING MOTORIST 


By S. C. H. Davis Price $1.75 


_ Altho “A Racing Motorist” is biographical, 
it is also a complete personal account of all 
the important racing events in Europe dur- 
ing the period from 192] to 1935. Mr. David 
tells the story of the races as seen from the 
driver’s seat and one has the feeling of being 
in the car beside him—experiencing the roar 
of engine and wind, the wonderful high 
speed cornering, the thrill of winning, the 
disappointment of losing . . . and the oc- 
casional crashes. 


That the cars of twenty-five years ago 
could stay together, let alone attain such 
high speeds, will amaze the younger readers, 
while the “old timers” will revel in the ac- 
counts of the earlier American cars which 
were encountered. Mr. Davis ran against 
cars by Miller, Duesenberg, Stutz, Chrysler 
and Studebaker, and even a Willys-Knight 
at the 24 Hours Race at Le Mans in 1926. 


This book contains much interesting de- 
tail about features of racing which are 
seldom explained to the public. Since he 
generally drove.as a member of a team, the 
problem of control, that is, to determine and 
to maintain an average or to force an op- 
ponent to run his car to pieces, is well 
covered. And if you have wondered at the 
phenomenal speed with which race cars 
are serviced at the pit stops, your questions 
will be answered here. 


Some of the makes of cars which Mr. 
Davis tells of driving were Bentley, A.C., 
Aston-Martin, Alvis, Riley, Lea-Francis, and 


in the 500 Miles Race at Brooklands in 
1930, a supercharged 750 cc Austin, which 
he drove to first place against cars up to 
three litres. 

Mr. Davis, now sports editor of “The Auto- 
car,’ drives for sheer pleasure and his writ- 
ing shows that he has enjoyed every moment 
of his long racing career—even when test 
driving tanks as a repair officer during the 
war. 


ROUND THE BEND WITH BROCKBANK

From this it can be said that a much 
modified Ford-Merc can only be made to 
equal a slightly modified Cadillac installa- 
tion by using gear ratios to take advantage 
of the higher revving capabilities of the 
Ford-Mercury—with consequent sacrifice in 
durability due to much higher piston speed. 
The cost of the two engines is nearly equal, 
but the Cadillac installation requires either 
specially cut non-Ford gears giving 3.27 to 
1, (about $65.00) or the still more expen- 
sive quick change center section. 

The writer’s choice is the Ford-Mercury, 
with 3.78 axle ratio, because road surface 
coefficients are often much less than .9 (as 
low as .6 dry). Even in this higher gear the 
acceleration will be virtually equal to the 
big engine and the handling qualities will 
definitely be better. Finally, it’s too easy to 
drop in a big klunker, or add a_super- 
charger—I like to do things the hard way!
